Unmarried persons with net in- 
comes of $3000 or more and heads 
of families with $4000 or more are 
subject to pay a normal tax of two 
per cent, instead of the present 
rate of one Per cent, and additional 
taxes are imposed on incomes = of 
more than $20,000 by a graduated 
scale running from one to 13 per 
cent. 

A tax of two per cent is made on 
the incomes of corporations with 
stock valued at $75,000 or more. The 
former rate was one per cent. 

A graduated tax of from one to 
ten per cent is laid on estates of| 
$50,000 or more when they are trans-| 
ferred. Munition manufacturers are 
taxed 1214 per cent of their net pro-| 
fits.

Because the human mind does not 
remember accurately the general | 
supposition is very apt to be that | 
recent years have been the coldest, | 
but the cold, hard figures absolutely | 
disprove it.

1906 there were seven months of 
December in which the temperature 
reached 26 or lower, and the same 
number of months of January. In 
the past 10 years there were but 
five months of December in which 
26 or lower temperature was regis- 
tered.

68, while in the ten years previous

there were 88 days of temperature 
below 32.

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PRODUCTION OF SWEET-ORANGE | 
OIL FROM WASTE ORANGES 


1S POSSIBLE 


The oil extracted from the fresh | 
peel of the sweet orange has long! 


been an important article of com-| 
merce in the United States and Eu- 
rope. It is extensively used in the, 
manufacture of flavoring extracts, 
perfumes and soaps, and to a small 
extent in the drug trade, the oil be- | 
ing officiat in the ninth decennial 
revision of the United States Phar- 
macopoeia. Until recently, this 


product was secured wholly from 
italy, Sicily and other southern 
parts of Europe. Since the year 


1911, however, a considerable indus- 
try has grown up in the West In-| 
dies, and a portion of the annual 
requirement in the United States is 
now supplied from that region. 
The methods of extracting sweet- 
orange oil are similar in all coun- 
tries wherever practiced. The fruit| 
is peeled by hand, either by cutting | 
it in half crosswise and scooping | 
out the pulp or by stripping off the | 
peel in three longitudinal pieces. | 
The peel thus secured is inverted | 
and pressed over a small sponge. | 
By this means the oil cells of the} 
outer part of the peel are ruptured 
and the mixture of oil and other 
liquids is forced out in a fine spray. 
After the sponge has become satu-| 
rated, the contents are squeezed | 
into a bowl and the oil is eventually | 
drained off the accumulated liquid. | 


From time to time various machine | 


methods have been tried, but appa- | 
rently none of them has proved sat- | 
isfactory. Furthermore, when the 
peel is pressed in quantity by ma-| 
chinery an emulsion is formed | 


from which it is very difficult to|

separate the oil. Accordingly, al-| 
most the entire output of sweet- | 


orange oil is extracted by the hand- | 
pressing method. 


Importance of the Industry 
Complete figures of the total | 
world production of sweet-orange oil | 
are not available, but the annual | 
exports from Italy and Sicily, which | 
represent a large portion of the} 
world’s production, have been com-| 
piled from various sources as fol- | 
lows: 

The year 1906—301,455 pounds 
produced, whch was valued at $666.- 
984; 1907—857,749 pounds, valued at 
$782,972; 1908—881,980 pounds, val- 
wed at $735,683; 1909 — 498,705 | 
pounds, valued at $770,725; 1910— 
285,357 pounds, valued at $415,065; 
1911—-90,078 pounds, valued at $131,- 
021: 1912—118,366 pounds, valued at | 
$193,691; 1918—105,826 pounds, val- 
wed at $202,038. 

The price of sweet-orange oil is 
subject to considerable variation, 
the extent of which is influenced by 
the relative abundance of the or- 
ange crop in the regions where this 
oil is produced and also by market 
speculation. The prices paid by 
jobbers, in January, June, and De- 
cember, for a period of five years 


for Italian hand-pressed oil from 
Mesina, Italy, delivered in New 
York City, is as follows: 

Price per pound in year 1910— 


June, $1.3879; De- 
cember, $1.379. In 1911—-January, 
$1.541; June, $1.541; December, $1.- 
906. In 1912—January, $1.886; June, 
$1.926; December, $3.569; Decem- 
ber, $3.042. In 1914-——January, $2.- | 
686; June, $1.947; December, $1.318. 

In the commercial production of 
oranges there is always a greater or 
less quantity of waste fruit. Oranges 
that are defective in shape or show 
even slight blemishes on the skin | 
are rejected and thrown out on the| 
cull heap. The quantity thus re- | 
jected varies according to the sea- 
gon, to the variety of fruit and to 
the care which is given to the pro- 
duction of the crop, but even under 
the most favorable conditions it is 
considerable. With the increasing

tendency to grade the fruit more 
elosely and to better the market 
eonditions, the proportion of eulls 


will doubtless increase rather than 
decrease. 

A considerable loss results also 
from the dropping of the fruit in 
the groves. Certain varieties show | 
this tndency regularly, although all} 
varieties have a tendency to drop 
the fruit when held for market ad- | 
vances under favorable climatic con- | 
ditions. 

In addition to these sources of 
available material it is possible to| 
ebtain a quantity of low-grade fruit 
At present this low-grade fruit, 
packed in so-called “plain wraps,” is 
sometimes , shipped to nearby) mar- | 
kets for immediate consumption. | 
The returns are exceedingly small, 
especially in years when the crop is 
abundant. It is believed, however, 
that with greater attention to mar- 
keting conditions this inferior fruit 
ean be more profitably utilized in 
the manufacture of by-products and 
thus open a wider field for the bet 
ter grades. At the present time 
there is without doubt enough low- 
grade fruit available to make possi: 
ble the extraction of a quantity of 
erange oil sufficient to supply a con 
siderable portion of the 
demand.

In early spring it 
is perfectly safe to assume that red 
spider will appear. Give a_ thor- 
ough application of lime sulphur— 
which maye be home mixed, or a 
regular commercial mixture, or 
some of the sprays which are known 
to control this pest. Repeat this 


treatment occasionally through the 
summer if perfect immunity is de- 
sired. 

Another insect handled satisfac- 


torily with the spray pump is the 
meuly bug, though some have found 
double fumigation effective—that is, 
after one hour's exposture to the 
ordinary dosage the same dose is re- 
peated. When spraying is followed 
the usual mixture is of carbolic 
emulsion, consisting of carbolic ac- 
id, five gallons; whale oil soap, 40 
pounds; water, 40 gallons. This is 
a stock solution. For spraying trees 
dilute 1-20. Army worms, beetles, 
ete., are best handled with tree tan- 
elefoot or similar sticky material or 
other mechanical methods, or with 
arsenical poisons.

No Cyanide 
But this year many other pests 


will necessarily be controlied by the 
spray pump. Cyanide 
has been at a premium, and is in 
fact impossible to secure. We un- 
derstand plans are making for a full 
supply for another year, but ‘‘be- 
cause of the war, etc.,” the availa- 
ble supply has been greatly reduced. 


How may these pests be tempor- 
arily handled? There are several 
commercial sprays, some of which 


are economical and effective. For 
those who may prefer to mix their 
own we have asked for information 
from Prof. H. J. Quayle, who gives 
us the following excellent advice: 





Prof. H. J. Quayle 

It is not easy to recommend with 
satisfaction any particular spray for 
black scale on citrus trees, for the 
reason that no one spray is so great- 
ly superior to all others as to merit 
its unqualified recommendation of 
approval. Probably one that would 
be as satisfactory as any is a distil- 
late-soap emulsion, using distillate 
of approximately 380 to 32 degrees 
Baume at thé rate of five or six 
gallons to the 200-gallon spray tank, 
with the addition of five or six 
pounds of whale oil soap or six or 
eight pounds of soap powder to the 
same tank, 

The black scale at this season of 
the year is considerably more re- 
sitant than soon after hatehing in 
August of September. For this rea- 
son it is necessary to use a rather 
stronger spray. 

There is no uniformity at the 
present time in regard to the dis- 
tillates available for spraying. Our 
conclusions, after testing out vari- | 
ous fractions of oils of different |

not, the need can be supplied by 
keeping the floor of the incubator 
house well soaked. 

| Here are some other hints Pro- 
fessor Doughetry gives to those who 
use incubators: 

Put the incubator in a cellar, or 
room where the temperature can be 
| kept at about 60 degrees F. and good 
ventilation secured by removing ‘the 
windows and inserting frames COvV- 
ered with light muslin, to let the 
air in but keep the wind out. 

Use a spirt levol to make 
the incubator is level, that 
eggs shall be heated uniformly. 

Before and after every hatch 
clean and disinfect the incubator 
thoroughly. 

Dip the eggs in alcohol, to pre- 
vent infection of the newly-hatched 
chicks from the surface of the shell. 

Clean and fill the lamp 
morning after, instead of before, 
turning the eggs, to avoid leaving @ 
harmful coating of oil on the shells. 

Test the thermometer to be sure 
it registers correctly. 

Keep the temperature at 102 de- 
grees F. when the center of the bulb
